Red-Letter Racing Days 
Traditional in Maryland 







Nothing drums up enthusiasm in Maryland quite 
so much as the prospect of a special day of horse 
racing. 


Maryland Million Day—October 18 at Laurel—has 
been whetting the appetite of Marylanders since the 
idea first broke into print last year. 

But the Million, it should be pointed out, is only the 
latest big day in Maryland horse racing, which has 
truly "seen the glory" of the sport. 

No recollection of memorable days in the Free State 
would be complete without mention of an October 
afternoon at Pimlico in 1877. It was known as the 
"Great Sweepstakes at Pimlico." Three horses—Ten 
Broeck, Tom Ochiltree and Parole—contested the 
event. Ten Broeck, a Western champion, was making 
his first Eastern appearance, touching off national in¬ 
terest. 


An old Pimlico press guide highlights the festivities 
surrounding that October 24, more than 100 years ago. 

"Congress adjourned (reportedly the first and only 
time for the purpose of witnessing a race) and a special 
train was run over from Washington for the members 
of both the Senate and the House to attend. 


"The Kentuckians came in a big body to wager their 
bank accounts on Ten Broeck and made their head¬ 
quarters at old Barnum's Hotel (in Baltimore) which 
was the great Southern rendezvous for statesmen and 
sportsmen. 


"It is estimated that 20,000, a big crowd for those 
times, saw the event. The scene resembled the culmi¬ 
nation of a great political campaign." 

Oh yes. Parole, owned by Pierre Lorillard, won the 
race. As usually happens at horse races, there were 
tears as well as cheers as noted by the press guide: 

"The public overlooked Parole in the betting, giving 
him only a limited support; but Mr. Pierre Lorillard 
and his retinue of admirers accepted all offers and won 
a fabulous sum, while hundreds of bettors went bank¬ 
rupt." Presumably the Kentuckians did not have a 
happy trip home. Too, it might have been the last time 
Kentuckians took money anywhere out of state. Now 
the process is reversed with money dutifully being 
dumped in Kentucky for the Derby and horse sales on 
a regular basis. 

Laurel, which opened 75 years ago, also has been 
the scene of red-letter racing days. 

Back in 1917, Sam Hildreth, regarded as one of the 
great all-time horse trainers, deemed a match at Laurel 
the "most remarkable horse race I have ever seen." 

It was called the American Champion Stakes for a 
purse of $10,200 at a mile and a quarter. Pitted were 
Hourless, owned by August Belmont II, grandfather 
of the owner of Caveat (1983 Belmont Stakes winner) 
and *Omar Khayyam, an English-bred and the first 
imported horse to win the Kentucky Derby (1917). A 
crowd of 20,000 turned out for the match which was 
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In the 'Great Sweepstakes at Pimlico' on October 24, 1877, for which 
Congress adjourned. Parole defeated Ten Broeck and Tom Ochiltree.

won by Hourless as he caught and passed *Omar 
Khayyam at the eighth pole. 

Three years later, in 1920, Pimlico was the place to 
go for the 3-year-old debut of Man o' War, regarded by 
many as the greatest race horse ever. Sam Riddle, who 
owned Man o' War, obviously was one of the first to 
sense Kentuckians' ability to vacuum visitors' bank¬ 
rolls. He skipped the Derby to run Man o' War in the 
Preakness. 

A big crowd knocked down a picket fence at Pimlico 
trying to see the "horse of a century"—and that was 


only for a workout, a few days before the race. News¬ 
paper accounts called Man o' War's victory in the 
Preakness not a real race but an exhibition, so conclu¬ 
sive was the result, with a roaring crowd of 20,000 
cheering Big Red, who would never lose another race. 

Maryland drew the attention of the country again 
with a fascinating match race in 1938, as the nation was 
shaking off the Great Depression. 

At that time everyone was awaiting a match be¬ 
tween Seabiscuit, an ex-plater who worked his way to 
the top with a long campaign, and War Admiral, the

1937 Triple Crown winner, owned by Sam Riddle. 
Belmont Park had failed to bring the pair together 
despite the lure of a $100,000 purse. "The Biscuit" 
sustained an injury and the race had been canceled. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, the youthful president of Pim¬ 
lico, took up the challenge. 

After many negotiations and stipulations, Vander¬ 
bilt pulled off the Pimlico Special on November 1, 
selling the owners on sportsmanship rather than the 
$15,000 purse. There were no computers to count the 
crowd but the estimate was that 43,000 crammed Pim¬ 
lico. Clem McCarthy, who called the race on radio, 
opened his broadcast with: 

"Ladies and gentlemen, Tve found it impossible to 
get through this enormous crowd at Pimlico today— 
the first time that Tve ever failed to do that from the 
paddock." 


After a nose-to-nose battle, McCarthy described the 
scene from his perch in the winner's circle: "And you 
never saw such a wild crowd. Seabiscuit the winner by 
four lengths. Trying to drown this crowd out here. 
They're roaring around me." 

Laurel became the racing center of America in the 
fall of 1958. The Washington, D.C., International was 
established by that time and the turf world buzzed 
w r hen it was learned that Russia was sending two 
horses to Laurel. 

An all-time Laurel record of 40,276 was set for the 
seventh International. With the cold war on, curiosity 
w'as rampant at Laurel as the two Russian representa¬ 
tives finished sixth and last. That day the stew ards did 
their best to create the feeling of hospitality by disqual¬ 
ifying the American hope, *Tudor Era, from first place 
in favor of the Australian ^Sailor's Guide.

Laurel has enjoyed a number of glory days since 
then with many European champions fascinating 
Maryland crowds, particularly the accomplished filly 
All Along (Fr), who in 1983 won the International, a $1 
million bonus and the Eclipse Horse of the Year award 
in one swoop. 

Now crowds of 80,000-plus are taken for granted 
each spring for the Preakness at Pimlico, giving the 
illusion that such turnouts are automatic and not the 


product of clever planning and hard promotional 
work. 

So the first Maryland Million takes its place on the 
Maryland racing stage—at Laurel and next year at 
Pimlico, in settings which abound in tradition and 
pleasant memories. 

The Maryland Million will spotlight Thoroughbreds 
sired in the Free State. And it will not hurt if the 
owners, breeders and fans, too, do some boasting. □

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McKay Is the Man 
Behind the Million 
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A million-dollar idea has become a million-dollar 
reality. Back in the fall of 1984, Jim McKay was on a 
plane returning from the Breeders' Cup, with those 
fabulous purses and dollar marks whirling in his head, 
when he was struck with the notion—Why not a one- 
day racing extravaganza in Maryland, like the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup? 

A Marylander to the core, McKay believed immedi¬ 
ately that a day dedicated to the glorification of the 
Maryland Thoroughbred was not a pipe dream but 
rather a concept not to be denied. The hard-working 
ABC sportscaster added more weight to his arduous 
labors by personally selling his plan for bringing rec¬ 
ognition and national attention to Maryland racing. 
He concentrated on the people who could effectively 
help the ambitious project. 

First came the name—Maryland Million—for a 
unique card of nine races to showcase on one after¬ 
noon the product of Maryland horse breeding. Help¬ 
ing to fuel McKay's original idea of a special day was 
the gnawing resentment he had developed to the 
haughty New York attitude toward racing in the Free 
State. 

"Except for the Preakness and some nostalgic mem¬ 
ories remarked on by oldtimers, Maryland racing is 
seldom discussed in New York/' Jim recalls. For the 
most part, McKay explains, "New Yorkers regard the

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Maryland Million Day races are restricted to horses 
that have been individually nominated to the Man/- 
land Million program. Nomination is restricted to the 
progeny of Maryland-based stallions that have been 
nominated to the program. For 1986, there were 184 
stallions nominated, of which 129 have racing-age 
foals. 

There is a tzvo-stage entry process for the races. A 
PRE-ENTRY FEE of Vi percent of the purse (example: 
$500 for a $100,000 race) is due Tuesday, October 7, 
ten days prior to race day. An ENTRY FEE of Vi 
percent of the purse (again, $500) is due at scratch 
time , 3 p.m. Friday, for horses that draw in. There are 
no other starting fees. 


There will be no refunds of pre-entry or entry fees 
except to horses that are excluded by Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Ltd. Handicap weights will be published Monday, 
October 13. Entries close Thursday, October 16, ap¬ 
proximately 48 hours before race time. Horsemen 
should call the racing secretary, Larry Abbundi, at 
Laurel for further information. 

The$l million purse total will be distributed hi the 
following way: 60 percent for first place, 20 percent for 
second, 10 percent for third, and 5 percent for fourth. 
The additional 5 percent will be paid out in nominator 
awards: 2 1 /2 percent to stallion nominators and 2 1 /2 
percent to progeny nominators. 


Keen Competition 
Anticipated 


TNot too many years ago, getting together a top- 
class program of nine races limited to Maryland-sired 
horses would have been considered outlandish. 

Even a few months ago, skeptics contended that the 
Maryland Million was too ambitious a project and 
Maryland breeders too conservative to support the 
concept. Then too, the question was where will the 
money come from—$1 million in purses for Maryland- 
sired horses? 

Undoubtedly, Free State optimists have recorded a 
momentous victory for the Maryland Thoroughbred 
breeding industry. There will indeed be a Maryland 
Million Day at Laurel on Saturday, October 18, a 
seemingly impossible first in the history of horse rac¬ 
ing in the state. 

Nine races are scheduled, with sponsored purses 
ranging from $200,000 to $50,000, and both national 
and local TV coverage will be provided. 


Entertainment Sports Network (ESPN) will televise 
the entire Maryland Million program nationally from 4 
to 6 p.m. on October 18. Later the program will be 
repeated by delayed tapes on the cable network. 

In addition, Baltimore TV station WMAR (channel 
2) will air the Maryland Million for two hours, 4 to 6 
p.m., the same day. The NBC outlet covers a four- 
state area. (It should be mentioned that WMAR was 
the first station to televise a horse race in Maryland, 
carrying a program from Pimlico in 1948. Jim McKay, 
originator of the Million, was a staff announcer at 
WMAR then and handled the fledgling telecast from 
Old Hilltop.) 

Thoroughbred fanciers will find a colorful and var¬ 
ied program for the first Maryland Million. Among the 
events scheduled are two turf races, two for juveniles 
and two sprints.

The Maryland Million Day card will draw from a list 
of nearly 900 horses of racing age made eligible by 
stallion and foal owners through fee payments which 
are being used to finance the operation and enhance 
the purses. 

Approximately 1,600 horses, including foals of 1985 
(now yearlings), have been nominated to the Mary¬ 
land Million, which is scheduled for its second run¬ 
ning in the fall of 1987 at Pimlico. 

It is a continuing program, in that stallions must be 
nominated each breeding season in order for the foals 
conceived that year to be eligible for nomination to the 
Maryland Million. 

In a one-time provision to insure ample fields this 
fall, in the initial year of the program, all previous 
Maryland-conceived crops of stallions nominated for 
the 1986 breeding season were made eligible. There 
are no supplementary nomination provisions. 

Perhaps the most glamorous possible starter is the 
colt Golden Choice, a son of Val de l'Ome (Fr), who 
stands at Windfields. Winner of the prestigious 
Queen's Plate-Gl and the Prince of Wales Stakes-Gl 
in Canada this summer, the colt who handles both turf 
and dirt is owned by Toronto food broker Richard 
Sanderson. Golden Choice was purchased at auction 
for $60,000 by Sanderson. 

In addition to being by a Maryland stallion, Golden 
Choice is trained by Mike Tammaro, son of the well- 
known former Maryland conditioner, and ridden by 
local jockey Vince Bracciale. Having won the first two 
legs of the Canadian Triple Crown, Golden Choice 
was 2-5 favorite in the Breeders' Stakes on August 31, 
but finished third in the final event of the series. 

Trainer Tammaro would have the option of starting 
Golden Choice in either the Ryland Group Maryland 
Turf, a mile and one-sixteenth, $100,000 event for 
3-year-olds, or in the $200,000 Budweiser Maryland 
Classic under weight for age conditions at a mile and a 
quarter against older horses. 

Another possible strong contender in the Budweiser 
Maryland Classic is the 4-year-old Herat, a son of 
Northern Dancer owned by John R. Franks and 
trained by Jack Van Berg. Herat earned $200,000 ear¬ 
lier this year by finishing second at long odds in the 
Santa Anita Handicap to Greinton (GB). Other more 
familiar hopefuls are Sparrowvon, Little Bold John, 
King's Swan, Castelets, Rolling Road and I Am the 
Game. 

A notable absentee in all probability will be Imperial 
Choice, Canada's 1985 Horse of the Year. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Imperial Choice fractured a cannon bone last 
fall and, although recuperating, his hoped-for return 
to racing is likely to be too late for the Million. 

Trainer Woody Stephens, who regards Laurel as his 
second home because of his enviable record there in 
lucrative stakes, could have much to say about the 
Ryland Group Maryland Turf. He happens to train the 
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colt Glow, a 3-year-old son of Northern Dancer and 
Glisk by Buckpasser. 

Glow, who would also qualify as a starter in the 
Budweiser Maryland Classic as he handles both dirt 
and grass, could be an early favorite for the turf stakes 
on Maryland Million Day. In August, Glow shipped to 
Chicago and finished a game second in the Arlington 
Classic, beaten three-quarters of a length by Sump- 
tious. 

His principal career victory was achieved in the 
Saranac Stakes on the turf at Belmont in May, when he 
earned $97,386. Glow, formerly owned by a syndicate 
headed by Claiborne Farm, now races for Sonia M. 
Rogers. 

Should Golden Choice opt for the Ryland Group 
Maryland Turf instead of the Maryland Classic, quite a 
battle would be promised. Additional prominent eligi- 
bles for the turf stakes are 3-year-old Laser Lane, 
trained by Allen Jerkens, Another Shelter, Kalli, Swal¬ 
low, Alden's Ace and Gage Park. 

The second most valuable stakes on Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day, the $150,000 Eskimo Pie Maryland Ladies for 
fillies and mares, 3 and up, on the turf at one and 
one-sixteenth miles, could be the most interesting race 
of the afternoon. 

One of the top eligibles for this event is Treizieme, a 
5-year-old daughter of The Minstrel and Belle Pensee 
by *Ribot. In August, the California-based mare won 
the $150,000-added Canterbury Turf Classic at Canter¬ 
bury Downs to raise her career earnings to $328,598. 
Sold as a weanling for $500,000, she races for the Oak 
Cliff Stable and is trained by John M. Gosden. 

Also a strong contender for the Maryand Ladies is 
the 4-year-old filly Dismasted, by Restless Native— 
Nashima by Nashua. She captured the Statue of Lib¬ 
erty Stakes on grass at Belmont Park in July in impres¬ 
sive fashion. Trained by Phil Johnson, she carries the 
colors of Edward P. Evans of Casanova, Va. 

Among other possible starters in the Maryland 
Ladies are Chesire Kitten, Alden's Ambition, Eta 
Carinae and Masked Barb. 

The Omni International Maryland Oaks for 3-year- 
old fillies going a mile and an eighth figures to be a 
scramble, with no early standout among the 96 eligi¬ 
bles. 

Stakes winners being counted as possible starters 
are Tulindas, Wee Lavaliere, Marion's Madel, La Ca- 
leche. Angelic Lady and Bug Eyed Betty. 

Sprinters 3 years old and up will run three-quarters 
in the $100,000 First National Bank of Maryland Hand¬ 
icap. A total of 77 is eligible and even the experts will 
have trouble with this one. Should trainer King Leath- 
erbury select this sprint for I Am the Game, instead of 
a longer race, it could break up a logjam. Prospective 
contenders for the event are Muskoka Wyck, Rol- 
lodka. Count the Dots, Debtor's Prison, Rambler Red, 
Bold Johu, Cool Joe and Vandy's Friend.

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Some 40 fillies and mares are eligible to run in the 
six-furlong, $100,000 Maryland Distaff Sprint Hand¬ 
icap. Among the more fancied possible starters are 
Capp It Off, winner of the Nellie Morse Handicap on 
Preakness day; Masked Barb, a stakes winner this 
spring at Laurel; Hill Sparrow, also a multiple stakes 
winner; Duo Disco and A Joyful Spray. 

Two-year-olds have a pair of chances on Million 
Day, each stakes carrying a $100,000 value. 

There are 257 colts and geldings eligible for the 
Business Express Maryland Nursery at a mile. Cur¬ 
rently, perhaps the most precocious in this group is 
First Patriot, from the first crop of Salutely. First Pa¬ 
triot won at Belmont Park by 10 lengths, running five 
and a half furlongs in 1:04, the second fastest time of 
the spring-summer meeting. 


Also expected to get plenty of attention is Silano, a 
double stakes winner, owned and bred by Phil Ca- 
puano. Silano took the Rollicking Stakes at Laurel and 
the Playpen at Pimlico by six lengths in August. Even 
so, the Business Express could be wide open with the 
starting field limited to 14 on the basis of career earn¬ 
ings. 

The USF&G Maryland Lassie, also at a mile, has 228 
eligibles. Trainer King Leatherburv is likely to supplv 
more than one starter with the Century Prince-sired 
filly Short Fuse Susie figuring to be one of the strong 
contenders. 

Short Fuse Susie was impressive in capturing the 
three-quarter mile Smart Angle Stakes in August. 
Meadow Stable's In the Curl, who was second in the 
same race, also turned in a game effort. □ 




State Recognizes

for the first time in the storied history of racing in 
Maryland, the State government, through the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic and Community Development 
(DECD), is joining hands with the Thoroughbred in¬ 
dustry by making a definite commitment to participate 
in the first Maryland Million, October 18 at Laurel. 

It is a significant development in that, by providing 
help commensurate with commercial sponsorships, 
the State has acknowledged the Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try as a major contributor to the overall economic 
health and strength of Maryland. 

The welcome move on the part of Maryland's DECD 
to assist the fledgling Maryland Million follows a pat¬ 
tern established last year when the State elected to 
reduce its tax on wagering at the track to one-half 
percent from 4.09 percent. 

It was intended that the income retained by the 
tracks would provide increased purses and breeder 
awards, improved physical plants for patrons, and 


stepped-up marketing, advertising and promotion— 
all deemed necessary by the General Assembly for 
Maryland to survive and remain competitive in East 
Coast horse racing. 

Maryland Million Day, with its purses ranging from 
$200,000 to $50,000, is a new and very visible step 
toward drawing wider attention to the state's Thor¬ 
oughbred industry. 

A survey conducted by the DECD two years ago 
estimated that the impact of the state's racing and 
breeding industry created a cash flow of $905 million. 
More recent estimates place the figure over one bil¬ 
lion dollars. 

A significant indicator of robust health is the in¬ 
crease in the number of Thoroughbred breeding 
farms. In the past 30 years, the number of Maryland 
farms has tripled. As of March, 1986, the record shows 
673 breeding farms are operated in the state, on which 
296 stallions reside.

New Bolton Center 
Seminar at Laurel 


Ivecent Advances in Treating the 'Ailing 7 Race 
Horse" is the topic of a morning seminar to be offered 
to the horse racing public on New Bolton Center Day, 
October 17, at Laurel Race Course. 

Scheduled for the day before the Maryland Million, 
New Bolton Center Day is being held in cooperation 
with Maryland Million Ltd., and is designed to under¬ 
score the importance of veterinary medicine's contri¬ 
bution to equine health and welfare. 

The seminar, which will take place in Laurel's 
Sports Palace, will be moderated by Dr. John R.S. 
Fisher. Subjects to be discussed by veterinary special¬ 
ists are the following: 

"A Practitioner's Viewpoint"—Dr. James V. Stew¬ 
art. A partner in Yergey, Stewart and Associates in 
Laurel, Dr. Stewart limits his practice to race horses, 
with a special interest in equine surgery. A former 
director of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
Dr. Stewart also breeds race horses at his Oak 'n This¬ 
tle Farm in Woodbine. 

"Lasix or 'Warm Air' for Bleeders"—Dr. Lawrence 
R. Soma. Dr. Soma is a professor of anesthesia and 
clinical pharmacology at New Bolton Center. Since 
1979 Dr. Soma's research on the effects of drugs on 
pulmonary function has been funded by the Penn¬ 
sylvania State Horse Racing Commission. Dr. Soma 
has presented the results of his studies to the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, and has 


written numerous articles based on his research on 
Lasix and Butazolidin. 

"Ultrasound and Bowed Tendons"—Dr. Benson B. 
Martin. An instructor in large animal surgery at New 
Bolton, Dr. Martin has a particular interest in diagnos¬ 
tic ultrasound as it applies to lameness problems. 

"Arthroscopy and Fracture Removal"—Dr. Scott E. 
Palmer. A race horse practitioner in Clarksburg, N.J., 
Dr. Palmer maintains an interest in clinical research in 
the areas of orthopedic surgery, general surgery and 
equine biomechanics. He performs arthroscopic sur¬ 
gery at the New Jersey Equine Clinic. 

"Causes of Shin Injuries"—Dr. David M. Nuna- 
maker. Chief of the section of large animal surgery at 
New Bolton Center since 1982, Dr. Nunamaker is ac¬ 
tively involved in research on fracture healing, inter¬ 
nal fixation and biomechanics of the horse, including a 
study on the bucked shin syndrome. In 1984 Dr. 
Nunamaker and Dr. William Moyer received a large 
grant from the New York division of the Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective Association to study the 
influence of track surfaces on bone strain, remodeling 
and injury. 

Closing remarks will be made by Dr. Robert R. Mar¬ 
shak, dean of the University of Pennsylvania School of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

Following the seminar, which is scheduled to last 
three hours, a buffet luncheon will be served at 1 p.m. 
in the Sports Palace. Those attending the seminar and 
luncheon are invited to stay for the afternoon's races. 
Speakers will remain available for informal discus¬ 
sions throughout the afternoon. 

Cost of the seminar and luncheon is $40 per person. 
Reservations must be made by October 10. Checks 
should be made payable to Trustees, University of 
Pennsylvania, and sent to Dean Robert R. Marshak, 
University of Pennsylvania, College of Veterinary

The New Bolton Center, located in south Chester 
County, Pa., is the large animal facility for the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania's School of Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine. The center is comprised of more than 70 build¬ 
ings, and employs over 300 people, including 75 vet¬ 
erinarians. 

Purposes of the New Bolton Center are three-fold: 
teaching, clinical care and research. Among special 
projects at the center is a soon-to-be-constructed in¬ 
tensive care-neonatal unit. Immediate plans also call 
for a new biomechanics laboratory and expanded ra¬ 
diology facility. 

The University of Pennsylvania School of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine celebrated its 100-year anniversary in 
1984, and immediately embarked upon a second cen¬ 
tury fund drive with an emphasis on endowment and 
capital improvements. □

Woodward Collection 
Exhibition Scheduled 
At Baltimore Museum

Coinciding with the running of the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion races and sponsored by Laurel Race Course, a 
special exhibit of sporting art from the William Wood¬ 
ward Sr. collection will be presented by the Baltimore 
Museum of Art. Entitled "A Day at the Races," it will 
open on October 18 and continue until November 30. 

According to Sona Johnston, assistant curator of 
painting and sculpture at the BMA, this accumulation 
of more than 50 paintings, plus four bronzes and 
numerous racing trophies, is one of the two finest 
collections of British sporting art in America. The other 
is the Mellon collection housed in the Yale Center for 
British Art. 


"Unfortunately, we have seemed to go from reno¬ 
vation to renovation," says Johnston, "so the Wood¬ 
ward collection has not been on permanent view for at 
least a half-dozen years. We have gotten frequent 
inquiries as to where it was, and we decided to put it 
on our schedule. Hopefully, the Woodward Wing, 
now being used for storage, will be reinstalled with the 
collection within two years." 

The current Woodward exhibit, to be displayed in 
the May-Hillman Galleries, will include 40 to 45 paint¬ 
ings and a selection of trophies, including the Doncas¬ 
ter Cup and the Triple Crown trophies retroactively 
presented to Woodward racing greats Gallant Fox and 
his son Omaha. 

William Woodward Sr. (1876-1953) was a New York 
banker and financier with Maryland family connec¬ 
tions, the first William Woodward having settled in 
Anne Arundel County in 1695. Following the Civil 


War, the family moved to New York City where Wil¬ 
liam Woodward's father founded the Cotton Ex¬ 
change. 

Woodward attended Groton and graduated from 
Harvard with honors. In the early 1900s, he served as 
secretary to the Honorable Joseph H. Choate, the 
American Ambassador to Great Britain. While in Eng¬ 
land, Woodward, who had grown up attending races 
at Belmont and Saratoga, became totally immersed in 
the study and theory of English racing bloodlines. 

In 1903, the enthusiastic young man purchased his 
first broodmares which he stabled at his uncle's his¬ 
toric Belair Stud in Prince Georges County. Belair Stud 
was the oldest continuously operating breeding farm 
in the United States until its sale in 1955. Originally 
named Catton, the land was patented by Robert Car- 
vile in 1681, and the gracious manor house was con¬ 
structed in the 1740s for Samuel Ogle, the English 
governor of Maryland. An avid horseman. Ogle 
brought Queen Mab and Spark, a son of the Darley 
Arabian, to Maryland in 1747 with the intent of de¬ 
veloping fine American Thoroughbreds. 

Breeding of quality horseflesh continued on the 
farm through subsequent generations of Ogles and 
Bowies and was the purpose of James Woodward 
when he bought the estate from Governor Charles 
Bowie in 1899. 

Initially, William Woodward Sr. sold all the stock 
that he bred. But after he inherited Belair from his 
uncle in 1910, he became more and more intrigued 
with racing his homebreds. Lion d'Or captured the 
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George Stubbs' portrait of Eclipse 
with Mr. Wildman and His Sons 
(ca. 1770) was model for the statuette 
given to Eclipse award winners. 


1920 Toboggan Handicap to become Woodward's first 
stakes winner. In 1921, the Woodward filly Flambette 
gave him his first American classic, the Coaching Club 
American Oaks. Between 1922 and 1940, with James 
(Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons as trainer, Belair-bred 
horses took home earnings of more than $5.5 million. 
During the '30s, Woodward-owned progeny won 
three Kentucky Derbys, two Preakness Stakes, and 
five Belmonts. 

One of Woodward's most successful runners was 
Gallant Fox, 1930 winner of what we now call the 
Triple Crown, and sire of Woodward's second Triple 
Crown victor (1935), Omaha. 

At the same time. Woodward was sending many of 
his best yearlings to England to compete under trainer 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. These included St. Leger win¬ 
ners Boswell and Black Tarquin and Oaks winner Hy- 
cilla. In 1937, Woodward was the second-leading 
owner in England. 

Woodward was elected to The Jockey Club in 1917 
and served as chairman from 1930-1950. In 1950, he 
was made an honorary member of both the English 
and the French Jockey Clubs, a particularly impressive 
achievement for an American. 

Woodward, whom the New York Racing Commis¬ 
sion called "the first gentleman of the turf," was re¬ 
nowned for his strong feelings concerning the tradi¬ 
tions and ideals of Thoroughbred racing. 

In 1935, he told the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
"It is difficult to define fine sport. It means the de¬ 


velopment in fine competition of high-class horses, 
but it does not necessarily mean large crowds, big 
turnover, and large fields of platers . . . Nor does it 
mean the giving of overwhelming purses. I believe it 
better to build up and maintain substantial stakes 
which slowly weave themselves into tradition." 

The combination of Woodward's love for Thor¬ 
oughbred horses and his reverence for tradition is 
visualized in the collection of sporting art that he 
amassed during his lifetime. At his death in 1953, an 
inventory showed over 300 paintings, watercolors, 
prints and bronzes by more than 30 artists, all relating 
to horses and horse racing. 

In his privately published book of 1929, Cherished 
Portraits of Thoroughbred Horses f Woodward says, "I 
started collecting with the idea of gathering some at¬ 
tractive horse picures, but very soon, the number be¬ 
gan to grow . . . Then there would appear the portrait 
of another great horse, closely related to one already 
owned and, of course, it could not be resisted." 

Woodward's motivation in acquiring the collection 
stemmed not from his appreciation of art, but from his 
love of the subject, as was typical of the English Victo¬ 
rian gentlemen he revered. 

Soon after Woodward's death, his widow donated a 
selection of 52 paintings (including a portrait of Wood¬ 
ward by Lydia Field Emmet), four bronze statuettes 
and many of her husband's gold and silver racing 
trophies to the Baltimore Museum of Art.

Mrs. Woodward also provided the funds to con¬ 
struct a new wing on the northwest comer of the 
museum so that the collection would always be on 
permanent display. The Woodward Wing was de¬ 
signed by Wrenn, Lewis and Jencks of Baltimore and 
decorated by the famous interior designer Billy Bald¬ 
win. 

"Baltimore, Maryland (the home of the horse) 
seemed the answer to prayer," said Mrs. Woodward 
at the time of the opening in 1956. "I wanted a room, a 
fireplace, a beautiful mantel, a comfortable chair, a 
different kind of lighting. It had to be an attractive 
room . . . not just a museum. I think we succeeded. My 
husband would have been happy here surrounded by 
his paintings and most of his trophies." 

The paintings in the Woodward collection have 
more importance historically as a chronicle of famous 
British bloodlines than they do as works of art. Such 
pieces are a testament to the passionate involvement 
man in general and the British in particular have felt 
for their horses. As John Fairley states in his Great 
Racehorses in Art , "Some few men might have had their 
wives painted . . . However, practically every man 
amongst them would have had his favourite horse 
painted." 

Premier in the circle of equine artists was George 
Stubbs (1724-1806), "considered by most critics the 
greatest painter of horses in history," observes Alex¬ 
ander Mackay-Smith, founder and curator of the Na¬ 
tional Sporting Library in Middleburg, Va. 

Stubbs, unlike his predecessors, made a study of 
equine physiology, publishing the fully illustrated 
Anatomy of the Horse in 1766. Never content to produce 
merely a likeness, Stubbs attempted to capture the 
individuality of each animal and to vary the pose, the 
attendants, the lighting and the background. 

In 1929, Woodward purchased (reputedly for 12,000 
pounds) the most important painting in his collection, 
"Eclipse with Mr. Wildman and His Sons," by George 
Stubbs. 

Historically, Eclipse was renowned for his unde¬ 
feated racing record and his even more successful 
career at stud—344 winners in 23 years. The ancestry 
of 90 percent of all modem Thoroughbreds is traced to 
Eclipse and the Darley Arabian. In 1972, Adalin Wich- 
man designed the Eclipse award statuette from this 
Stubbs painting. 

Artistically, this work has merit because of its rhyth¬ 
mic arrangement of people and animals and the accu¬ 
rate conformation, even the bad points, of the subject. 

By far the bulk of the Woodward collection is the 
work of John Frederick Herring Sr. (1795-1865). Pro¬ 
gressing from painting sign boards and coach panels. 
Herring became the most popular equine portraitist of 
the 19th century. 


Most often, the prolific artist painted on commission 
from horse-owning patrons according to the tradition¬ 
al formulas: the subject was portrayed in full profile, 
subdued and docile, set against either a simple rural 
landscape or standing in his box stall. 

At his best. Herring possessed a unique gift for 
representing with meticulous accuracy the beauty of 
the Thoroughbred in the peak of condition. 

One of the choice Herrings in the Woodward collec¬ 
tion shows Catton in a natural three-quarter pose 
against an intricate landscape. There is a sensitivity 
evident here which produces more than a photo¬ 
graphic depiction. The painting creates the feeling of a 
noble but aging, somewhat coarse, stallion on his 
home turf. 

Because Herring was so much in demand in his own 
era and beyond, many imitators signed their work 
"Herring," and many fakes were sold to collectors, 
including five in the Woodward collection. For exam¬ 
ple, authorities say that the painting "Queen Mary 
and Blinky Bonny," which Woodward ironically de¬ 
scribed as "the picture that is closest to me," is a 
forgery. 

In addition to Stubbs and Herring, the collection 
includes time-honored paintings by John Nost Sar- 
torius and Harry Hall, as well as a modem sculpture of 
Gallant Fox by New York horsewoman Eleanor Iselin. 

"The importance of the William Woodward Sr. col¬ 
lection to the Baltimore Museum of Art is twofold," 
explains Sona Johnston. "Not oniy does it represent, 
through works by recognized masters of the genre, a 
distinct and major aspect of British art, but it also bears 
testimony to Maryland's long and distinguished tradi¬ 
tion of Thoroughbred racing." □

Back in 1968—long before the Maryland Million— 
a little bay stallion came down from Canada and took 
up stud duty at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City 
(Md.). Over the next two decades this horse (who was 
small but built like a dynamo) set new standards for 
the horse breeding industry. The most commercially 
successful Thoroughbred sire the world has ever 
known, sire of 121 stakes winners, 23 champions, and 
grandsire of many more. Northern Dancer is still 
going strong today at age 25. 

What is life really like for Northern Dancer in his 
old age? "Just about the same as always," said Wind- 
fields Farm general manager Joe Hickey. A beatific 
look came over Hickey's face as his eyes focused on the 
horse turned out to pasture not 500 yards from his 
office window. "He's in good health, and good breed¬ 
ing condition. If you want to know what he's doing 
right now, the answer is simple. He's out there eating 
grass!" 

Always a virile stallion. Northern Dancer was bred 
to a slightly reduced book of 32 mares this year, and 27 
of those mares have been examined in foal. "That's a 
fertility rate of 85 percent," pointed out Mr. Hickey. 
"Which would be a highly satisfactory figure for a 
stallion half his age." 

The reduction in the number of mares bred to 
Northern Dancer (the previous year he had covered 
35) was one of a very few concessions that have been 
made so far to the stallion's age. Northern Dancer is 
owned by a 32-member syndicate. This year every 


share in the syndicate was represented by one mare 
bred to the horse. Three free breeding rights (two for 
Windfields and one for Northern Dancer's former 
trainer Horatio A. Luro) were eliminated for the first 
time in 1986, in order to cut back on the stallion's work 
load. 

Also in an effort to conserve the stallion the max¬ 
imum number of covers for each mare was reduced 
this year from six to four, explained Mr. Hickey. "That 
seemed the fairest way to do it. Under that system 
every mare had an equal chance, which seemed a lot 
fairer than drawing straws. Most people obviously 
select extremely fertile mares to breed to Northern 
Dancer anyway." 

Services to Northern Dancer can be purchased only 
from shareholders. Matchmaker company was inter¬ 
mediary in the sale of two 1986 services to Northern 
Dancer: one sold in November 1985 for $800,000, and 
another in January 1986 for $710,000. Windfields owns 
nine of the 32 shares in Northern Dancer and used all 
nine of those breeding rights for its own mares. 

"Part of the reason Northern Dancer is in such good 
shape today has to do with the way he's been man¬ 
aged all along," asserted Mr. Hickey. "He's never 
been bred to more than 46 mares in any one season, 
while some popular stallions today are bred to as 
many as 80. That kind of prudent management has 
served a two-fold purpose. It has protected the price of 
his yearlings and prolonged his breeding life." (In an 
auction that reflected an overall 23 percent decrease in

average compared with last year, Northern Dancer 
yearlings averaged $1,115,625 at the 1986 Keeneland 
sale. Overall average at Keeneland this year was 
$411,775.) 

Temperamentally, Northern Dancer has never been 
exactly easygoing, and he shows no hint of mellowing 
with age, according to his groom, 28-year-old Ron 
Paris. "He's high strung, especially during the breed¬ 
ing season," commented Paris, who has taken care of 
Northern Dancer for the past six years. 

"He doesn't like you to fool around with him too 
much; he doesn't enjoy being groomed. But he's not a 
mean horse," said Paris. "He's slowed down a little 
bit. Mostly I notice it in the way he walks out to the 
paddock. But he still drags me to the breeding shed." 

Northern Dancer's zest for his work is something of 
a legend among the Windfields crew. "Even at his age 
Northern Dancer raises cain whenever a van drives 


up," said Mr. Hickey. "He thinks all the mares are for 
him. About ten years ago we had to move him from a 
stall in the front of the stud bam to one in the back 
because he made a habit of propping his feet up on a 
narrow window ledge, high up in the stall, to get a 
look at the mares outside." 

Although he does sometimes make use of a special 
platform to breed his mares, that adaptation has noth¬ 
ing to do with the stallion's advancing age, explained 
Mr. Hickey: "Northern Dancer is short (15.2 hands). 
And many of the mares he is bred to are taller than he 
is. We used to have a tanbark floor in the breeding 
shed, and when a tall mare came in we would make a 
little depression in the floor and stand the mare in that. 
Then we built our new breeding court about six years 
ago, and the new floor was an entirely different type of 
material. The new floor is a poured. Tartan-like sur¬ 
face and we can't build a depression in that. So we 
built a plywood frame and covered the frame with the 
same Tartan-like material. Now, instead of having the 
mare stand lower in the floor, the stallion stands 
higher."

Daily routine for Northern Dancer is the same as 
that of Windfields' 13 other stallions, related Mr. Hick¬ 
ey. "He's not treated any differently. Someone is with 
him 24 hours a day. During the non-breeding season 
he is turned out at the first light (in the same private 
two and one-half acre stud paddock he has occupied 
for 18 years) and brought back around one o'clock in 
the afternoon, after the grooms have finished lunch. 
All the stallions are given baths at that time. Then he 
goes back to his stall, and picks at hay, and lounges 
around for the rest of the afternoon. The schedule gets 
pushed back during the breeding season and he 
doesn't get turned out until all the mares have been 
bred, so he can't watch them from the field." 

Northern Dancer shares an eight-stall bam with the 
following other illustrious Windfields stallions: 
Smarten, Robellino, Master Willie (GB), The Minstrel, 
Assert (Ire), Caveat and Deputy Minister. 

The stallions all eat the same types of feed (Northern 
Dancer's ration is four quarts of a 50-50 mixture of 


sweet feed and oats, twice a day) and are never given 
special treats such as sugar or carrots. Although many 
of the Windfields stud horses are regularly exercised 
on a treadmill or in a lunging ring. Northern Dancer 
has no such regimented routine. "He keeps active 
enough on his own," Mr. Hickey explained. "We're 
very conscious of weight among our stallions, and 
those with a weight problem we do exercise. Northern 
Dancer gets enough exercise just running around in 
the field." 

Two veterinarians are on hand at Windfields every 
day, and Northern Dancer's health is, of course, close¬ 
ly monitored. 

"We figure he's on borrowed time right now," com¬ 
mented Mr. Hickey. "But we don't plan to retire him 
as long as he stays healthy. Of course, we're prepared 
to modify and adjust his regimen as circumstances 
dictate. To retire him now would probably do the 
horse more harm than good. He'd wind up spending 
most of his time fretting. It would be fitting that when 
he does go ... it would be in the breeding shed." □

At Stud: 
BARA PRINCE 
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Win or Lose— 
Nothing Beats the Thrill 
Of Owning a Race Horse 

By Lucy Acton 


Rewards and pitfalls of horse busi¬ 
ness described by a few of the nearly 
4,000 licensed owners who current¬ 
ly have racing stables in Maryland. 


Jeff Huguely grew up knowing nothing about hors- 
es. "I didn't even attend my first horse race until I was 
out of college," says the 46-year-old Gaithersburg 
(Md.) resident. 


"But when I went and saw the excitement that sur¬ 
rounds horse people—and the feeling that people get 
when they win—I was immediately impressed. Later 
on, when I had the opportunity to get into the horse 
business myself, I didn't hesitate over the decision." 

A partner in the highly successful Fourbros Stable 
(along with his brother, George Huguely III, and 
brothers John A. Manfuso Jr. and Robert T. Manfuso), 
Jeff Huguely became involved in the racing business in 
1973, when Fourbros was formed for the purpose of 
buying its first horse. 

"We bought a 2-year-old filly and a yearling colt 
from a man who was moving out of this area," re¬ 
counts Huguely. "The filly turned out to be terrific. 
And the colt, who was her half-brother, was mediocre 
at best, which goes to show that you can get both 
extremes within the same family." 

The success of the filly Crackerfax (who won two 
stakes races, placed in seven others and earned 
$129,019) was enough to keep all four brothers 
hooked, however. "We kept her earnings within the 
partnership and used the money to acquire other pros-

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pects," Huguely explains. Fourbros quickly went on 
to even more remarkable achievements. The stable has 
campaigned seven stakes winners over the past 13 
years, the best of which was Shelter Half. Purchased 
by the partnership at a yearling auction for $14,500, 
Shelter Half retired from racing with earnings of 
$236,337, and has since become one of Maryland's 
most prominent Thoroughbred sires. Fourbros, which 
is also quite active in the breeding business, retained 
ten of the 36 shares when Shelter Half was syndicated 
for stud duty. 

"What has been my most thrilling moment in the 
race horse business? I'd have to say there were two," 
says Mr. Huguely. "The first was when we got our 
first homebred stakes winner, St. Chrisbee. And the 
second was winning our first $100,000 stakes race last 
year with Tent Up (a son of Shelter Half). 

"The thrill is in seeing your horse out there, and 
knowing the tenacity and determination that it takes 
for them to win. You almost feel like you're out there 
yourself. You wish you could be out there yourself." 

Jeff Huguely and his brother earn their livelihood 
from a family-owned business based in Washington, 
D.C. which deals in real estate investments and retail 
lumber and building supplies. Their introduction to 
the horse business came from the Manfuso brothers, 
both of whom are lifelong horsemen. Currently part 
owners of Laurel race course. Bob and John (nick¬ 
named Tommy) Manfuso are sons of John A. Manfuso 
Sr., a long-successful breeder and owner of racehorses 
in Maryland. The two sets of brothers have been 
friends since high school days, all having been raised 
in the Bethesda area of Montgomery County. 

"That first horse was essentially an impulse buy," 
admits Huguely. "But our interest has always been to 
make a profit. We take the approach of trying to earn 
money without sacrificing our humane concern for the 
animals. We've had such a good time that it's actually 
spread to other members of the family. My wife has 
gone into partnership with one of her friends, and 
they now race a horse of their own. 

"In order to enjoy the game and get a thrill out of 
owning horses you have to run horses where they 
belong, at the level of their abilities, and you have to be 
willing to get rid of the ones that don't run well at all. It 
takes a lot of luck to be successful as an owner, but it's 
not all a matter of luck." 

Mr. Huguely says he doesn't get to the track to 
watch his horses run as often as he would like. "I 
probably only get to see about 50 percent of their races, 
but it's almost as exciting even if you're not there. 
When I do go to the track I call up the video replays of 
the races I've missed, and I buy videotapes of all our 
stakes wins. It's fun to be able to pull out a tape of one 
of those good races and watch it at home. That kind of

thing can really elevate your spirits when your horses 
aren't doing so well." 

Had Fourbros Stable not turned out to be a money¬ 
maker, Huguely states unequivocally that he would 
not be in the business right now. But he could hardly 
be more delighted with the way his racing stable de¬ 
veloped. "Having partners made getting into the 
horse business a lot easier and more affordable than it 
might have been," he remarks. "And whether you 
own ten percent of a horse or 100 percent, the thrill of 
watching him win is the same." □ 


Vincent Pipitone wasn't always an early riser. 

Only in the past few years has Mr. Pipitone, 63- 
year-old owner of an air conditioning and heating 
company in Timonium (Md.), taken to bounding out 
of bed at 4:30 in the morning (every morning). 

"It's something I'd recommend to anybody," Mr. 
Pipitone remarks. "There's nothing like being at the 
race track with your horses." 

Few race horse owners are as personally involved 
with their stables as Mr. Pipitone. In fact, most own¬ 
ers—and the overwhelming majority of trainers— 
would find such an arrangement totally unworkable. 
To Mr. Pipitone, however, the "real thrill" of owning 
horses comes from helping to care for them himself.

"I want to be active with my horses," says Mr. 
Pipitone. "Being an absentee owner is something I 
want no part of. Anybody in this business should have 
a love of horses. I didn't get into it with the idea of 
making a million dollars. I wanted to know my horses, 
and enjoy them." 

A top-notch high school athlete, Mr. Pipitone once 
looked toward a career in professional baseball. In¬ 
stead, he spent five years in the Navy during World 
War II. Now, years later, his appreciation for competi¬ 
tive sports is finding an outlet in horse racing, as he 
explains it. 

"I always liked horses. My family lived right near 
Pimlico race track when I was growing up and there 
was a group of us that used to hook school (we all went 
to St. Ambrose) and go to the races when Pimlico was 
on. Living close to the track and liking sports in gen¬ 
eral made racing a very natural thing for me to get 
interested in," recounts Mr. Pipitone, a large gregari¬ 
ous man who has not lost his imposingly athletic build. 

Not long after his Navy career ended in 1945, Mr. 
Pipitone started his business, Pipco air conditioning 
and heating company, and devoted most of the next 30 
years to working and raising his family. It was not 
until 1982, when his son Vince married a horsewom¬ 
an, that Mr. Pipitone finally acquired his first horse. 

Vince's wife Laurie (who works part-time as an ad¬ 
vertising assistant with the MARYLAND HORSE) has 
had both farm and race track experience and her back¬ 
ground has been an invaluable asset to her father-in- 
law. "My goal," says Mr. Pipitone, who last year 
helped purchase a 25-acre farm in Hydes (Md.) where 
Vince and Laurie live and keep horses, "is to have 
about 10 race horses to rotate back and forth between 
the farm and the track. With Laurie's help I'd also like 
to get into breeding our own, and develop some nice 
ones ourselves." 

Currently, Mr. Pipitone who has also been helped in 
the business by his longtime friend, horseman Emilio 
Alecci, has three horses in training, and two on the 
farm. His trainer is Lou Bernier, for whom he has 
utmost praise. "It's very important to be compatible 
with your trainer," observes the owner. "And Lou 
and I get along wonderfully. He does an excellent job, 
and he lets me have a lot of input in making decisions." 

After purchasing two 2-year-olds in 1982, Mr. Pipi¬ 
tone has built most of his stable through the claim box. 
"I've claimed and lost about five horses over the years, 
in the $5,000-$18,000 range," he explains. "My most 
expensive investment has been a filly which I pur¬ 
chased privately for $20,000 in April of this year. Al¬ 
together I've invested about $40,000 and I'd place the 
total value of my horses today at between $75 and 
$90,000." 

Proudest achiever so far for Mr. Pipitone is the 5- 
year-old gelding Lazy Son, whom the owner claimed 
for $8,500 at Pimlico last May. Lazy Son has since won 


two races—an allowance race and a $25,000 claimer— 
ang gained three thirds. "He hadn't won for a year and 
a half when I claimed him," says Mr. Pipitone, "and I 
was really proud to see him come back like that. One of 
the things that brought him around was TLC. He'd 
been raced too often and mistreated and he really 
seemed to respond to patient handling." 

Sometime in the not-too-far-off future Mr. Pipitone 
plans to turn his business over to his son and son-in- 
law, who are already working at Pipco, and devote 
himself "100 percent to horses. 

"Even I was surprised in the beginning at the won¬ 
derful feeling, the natural high, I get from being 
around the track," comments Mr. Pipitone. "Being 
out there in the morning is wonderful: it's so relaxed 
and there are no phones and nobody to bug you. And 
in the afternoon it's so exciting. Winning is the name 
of the game, the ultimate, and the next best thing is 
being second." □

For sheer excitement, nothing can compare with 
owning a timber horse, says Herbert Sheppard. 

Fifty-eight years old and the retired owner of a chain 
of drycleaning establishments, Mr. Sheppard pur¬ 
chased his first jumper two years ago, at the sugges¬ 
tion of his niece and her husband, Margaret and Doug 
Worrall. "I paid $8,000 for the horse," says Mr. Shep¬ 
pard. "And I've gotten that much pleasure out of him, 
too." 

Mr. Sheppard's 10-year-old gelding Wasted Trip, 
who is trained by steeplechasing veteran Mikey 
Smithwick, gained a win and two seconds during the 
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1986 season after proving a disappointment the year 
before. 

"The thrill of watching him go over those fences, 
and make it, is unbelievable," remarks Mr. Sheppard, 
who has since purchased part interest in two more 
timber horses. "You don't make any money with 
jumpers, but that doesn't matter to me." 

Mr. Sheppard, who selected Wasted Trip partly be¬ 
cause "he was the first horse I ever went in the stall 
with who didn't try to kick or bite me," has had a 
lifelong interest in horses. A native of the Towson 
area, he bought a part interest in two claiming horses 
in the late 1970s. One of those horses turned out to be a 
remarkably good investment—winning two races be¬ 
fore being lost again to the claiming ranks—but Mr. 
Sheppard's enthusiasm for flat racing waned after that 
initial venture. 

"Now that I'm retired, and I have plenty of free 
time, timber racing is kind of a perfect hobby," com¬ 
ments the owner. □ 


/V computer installation expert for the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration, Dick Schmidt was fascinated 
from the start by the "analysis aspect" of the Racing 
Form. 

"About ten years ago a friend from work took me 
with him to Charles Town," recalls the 44-year-old 
father of two teenagers. "We had dinner and watched 
the races, and I had a lot of fun trying to pick winners 
based on the past performances. 

"But as recently as 19841 had no idea I'd ever have a 
race horse of my own ..." 

Mr. Schmidt, whose wife Susan is a nurse at St. 
Joseph Hospital, is by his own description "not 
wealthy to the point where I can afford to waste 
money." He was admittedly skeptical when another 
friend (and then-neighbor), Jim Lewis, made the sug¬ 
gestion back in 1978 that he develop the 19-acre home¬ 
stead he had just purchased in Hydes (Md.) into a 
farm for Thoroughbreds. 

"That spelled money to me," comments Schmidt. 
"Big money and big responsibility." 

Now horses are a "comfortable cash-flow sideline" 
for Dick Schmidt. 

Although Mr. Schmidt has only a few horses of his 
own—one broodmare and partial interest in a race 
horse—he maintains a small but thriving business 
boarding and foaling mares for other owners. And he 
has experienced the thrill of bringing one of his home- 
breds to the races, and having that horse win. 

"Jim Lewis (currently vice-president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association) really gave me the 
encouragement that got this whole thing started,"

says Mr. Schmidt. "He told me that if he could do it, I 
could too. I started building fences and by 19811 had a 
bam and sheds—all of which I built myself by working 
evenings and weekends. 

"Then one of my wife's relatives from Pennsylvania 
called and offered to give me two broodmares. He had 
tried to race them, and they hadn't done any good at 
all, but both these mares were by Bold Ruler stallions. 
He offered to give me the pair—mother and daughter. 
Ironically, the week after that The Blood-Horse featured 
an article on broodmare management. That article said 
if you want to lose a friend give him a broodmare—and 
if you want to drive him to bankruptcy, give him two. 

"Anyway, I arranged to have both mares shipped to 
Dr. (William) Riddle's farm and bred to his stallion 
Buck Island. One of the mares slipped, but the follow¬ 
ing March (1983) the younger of the two mares, Skee- 
ter Quick (Big Bluffer—Miss Amazing by Amazing), 
produced a decent-looking colt. 

"It was a big event," says Mr. Schmidt. "Our first 
foal. But I had no plans to race him. I didn't think I 
could afford to. My old friend from work, Harris Fac¬ 
tor, convinced me that taking the colt, whom we 
named Buck Be Quick, to the track would be feasible, 
though, and we put together a partnership for racing. 

"We sent him to (trainer) Barclay Tagg in the winter 
of 1985, and he told us he would let us know within 60

days whether there was any use in trying to run him. 
Forty-five days later Barclay called back and said we 
had a nice little colt. He said the colt was a little bit 
chicken-hearted, but we should have some fun with 
him," recalls Mr. Schmidt. 

Buck Be Quick made his first start at Pimlico in 
August of last year, and within his next five starts 
racked up a win, two seconds and one third. 

"I was beginning to think this was an easy game," 
comments Schmidt. "Even though we had trouble 
finding the right races for him. We never seemed to be 
able to run him where we thought he should be. He 
broke his maiden in a $14,000 maiden claimer, and we 
thought he was worth about that much. But we ran 
him back in a $20,000 claiming race when there 
weren't any other spots, and he finished third to some 
tough horses, so that kind of made us wonder if he 
might be worth more than we had figured. 


"Two weeks after he ran that good third we sent him 
back in a $18,500 race at Laurel and he was claimed. 
Welcome to the claiming game. It was heart-breaking 
at the time. Our first taste of success, and our only 
horse in training . . . But it wasn't discouraging, when 
you consider the profit. The mare was free and the 
stud fee was only $750 and it didn't cost much to raise 
the colt. Buck Be Quick earned just under $8,000 for us 
before he was claimed for $18,500. 

"And the thrill of running our own horse was unbe¬ 
lievable," states Schmidt. "I was really bitten by the 
bug after that. I've had part interest in a couple of other 
horses that Barclay has claimed since then, but noth¬ 
ing to compare with Buckie. 

"I was so new and inexperienced when we had Buck 
Be Quick that I couldn't fully appreciate all that was 
happening, but I feel comfortable in the business, 
now. The first thing I do in the morning is pick up the 
paper and look at the race results." □

Hi Ho Pimlico! 

The Maryland Million at Pimlico Race Course, Saturday," 
September 26th, 1987.

Fair Hill has achieved the coup of all coups in stee¬ 
plechasing circles. On November 1 the Cecil County 
race course will be the scene of the richest ($250,000) 
steeplechase race in the world, to be televised nation¬ 
ally on NBC as part of the Breeders' Cup program. 

"It's been a lot of work to get that race in Maryland, 
but I've had immeasurable help from Governor 
Hughes, the Department of Natural Resources and the 
local Cecil County government," says executive di¬ 
rector Steve Groat. "The powers that be came to see 
how important this race would be for the whole state, 
a vehicle to promote Maryland. There are a great many 
people out there who don't realize how beautiful we 
are, who don't even know we're here." 

The Breeders' Cup steeplechase, the only Fair Hill 
event to be televised, will be the feature on a five-race 
card with a post time of 1 p.m. Run over two and 
three-eighths miles with 16 National fences, the race 
will start at a new point to the east of the stands at the 
head of the stretch. 


Fair Hill finds itself in the enviable position of being 
the filling in a steeplechase sandwich, falling between 
Monmouth Park on October 18 and the Colonial Cup 
on November 16. Such an international series, with a 
combined purse structure in excess of $350,000, can be 
expected to entice an exciting field of European 
jumpers as well as the cream of the American crop. 

Entries in the Breeders' Cup steeplechase will be 
limited to 14 starters, 65 percent of which will gain 
eligibility by lifetime earnings over fences and 35 per¬ 
cent of which will be invited to participate. 

"Purses abroad are generally lower," explains 
Groat, "so it wouldn't be fair to use money as the only 
criterion." 

Entry fees for this race are based on the eligibility of 
the sire as in the other Breeders' Cup races on the flat. 
The Breeders' Cup will put up $200,000 of the purse 
money, with the rest coming from nomination and 
starting fees. 
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The remainder of the Fair Hill card that day will 
include a $7,500 three-mile timber race, a $15,000 two- 
mile race over hurdles, and two flat races—a $1,000 
maiden and a $1,500 open—over a mile and seven- 
eighths. 

Furthermore, simulcast and pari-mutuel betting 
will be available on the Breeders' Cup series as time 
permits, in addition to the Fair Hill program. 

"Getting the Breeders' Cup race is typical of the 
kind of cooperation we're generating for Fair Hill," 
comments Groat. "The new stands currently going up 
would never have been built without the support of 


the Department of Natural Resources, and we would 
have never gotten a race the quality of the Breeders' 
Cup without the concrete interest that the State of 
Maryland showed in agreeing to finance those stands. 

"The Breeders' Cup steeplechase is an experiment. 
Unlike the rest of those races, the place where the 
steeplechase is held will be permanent. But it's got to 
be done right to assure that we have a future. Based on 
the quality of our facilities, the reasons we got it are the 
reasons we expect to keep it." 

Just what William duPont Jr., the originator of Fair 
Hill, had in mind over half a century ago. □ 


Improvements Under Way

1 think Fair Hill is an absolutely wonderful place. 
If we didn't have it, it would be impossible to create it 
in this day and age. Fair Hill's future as an equestrian 
center for the entire East Coast is limitless," states Dr. 
Torrey Brown, secretary of the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources. 

"This is the model steeplechase course in the coun¬ 
try, and many people, even Marylanders, don't realize 
what a jewel we have," agrees Stephen P. Groat, 
executive director of the Fair Hill races. 

"Here is the last piece of contiguous open space of 
its type in the United States . . . 5,600 acres without 
crossing a road. At long last. Fair Hill has an opportun¬ 
ity to exhibit its potential," says Robert E. Bryson, 
president of the Cecil County Breeders' Fair, Inc. 

The combined enthusiasm of these three entities .. . 
the State of Maryland (which purchased Fair Hill from 
the Estate of William duPont Jr. in 1975), the horse 
industry and the local community . . . are bringing 
exciting improvements to 52-year-old Fair Hill. 
Sounds of construction—some underway, some com¬ 
pleted—pierce the quiet country air as top quality 
horses—from steeplechasers to four-in-hands—pound 
the lush turf. 

"Our goal is to have Fair Hill evolve into a major 
equestrian center," explains Steve Groat. "The State 
of Maryland has appropriated $600,000 to this end—to 
attracting the highest level international events. We 
have already redone the show rings and built four new 
cross-country courses, designed by Trish Gilbert, 
Dennis Glaccum and Jimmy Wofford. 

"The old stands, which were deteriorating because 
the sand on which they were built had eroded, are 
gone, and new ones are under construction. We will

have double the seating capacity (2,500 to 5,000) and 
22 additional boxes (for a total of 151) plus a new press 
box, new announcer and stewards' stand, and a new 
photo finish area. Access to the stands will also be 
improved, including provisions for the handicapped. 

"Next season we hope to work on a method for 
watering the track and to redo the sewerage system. 

"We also have Danny Brower from the Department 
of Natural Resources as full-time land manager at Fair 
Hill. He has the expertise about grass and soil, and 
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Fair Hill continued 


he's working with us to build and maintain these 
courses at top condition. 

"However, at the same time we are making prog¬ 
ress," reassures Groat, "we are not destroying the Fair 
Hill everyone loves. Aside from new paint, the bams, 
the tea bam, the paddock, the big trees and the special 
Fair Hill feeling will remain the same as when Mr. 
duPont built it in 1934. 

"We hope to extend the general admission area and 
the non-bleacher space, but our capacity won't 
change—18-20,000 people. Our record crowd was 
19,216 in May 1981, so we've had that many before." 


Already this year, in addition to two days of NSHA 
racing and the Foxcatcher point-to-point. Fair Hill has 
hosted the Maryland regional Pony Club rallies, the 
national four-in-hand driving championships, the 
pairs Olympic selection trials, and the Fair Hill pre¬ 
liminary and young riders horse trials, plus numerous 
local events. 

The Breeders' Cup steeplechase will close the sea¬ 
son in grand style. □

The best Maryland-bred 2-year-old to appear so far this 
season, Silano was undefeated in three career starts after 
his easy, six-length success in Pimlico's Rollicking Stakes 
on August 9. 

Sent off as 1-5 favorite among five juvenile Marvland- 
breds, the Silver Badge gelding posted every fraction in 
the six-furlong Rollicking Stakes, and won going away. 
Although no match for the winner. King Leatherburv's 
first-time starter Owl and Tree ran gamely to finish sec¬ 
ond, four and one-quarter lengths in front of Salt Colony. 
Graftonite and Quadrunner brought up the field. 

A small race horse who is reportedly "as quiet to be 
around as a lead pony," Silano broke his maiden (by two 
and one-quarter lengths) in a five-furlong maiden special 
at Laurel on June 3, and came back on July 11 to score 
decisively in Laurel's unrestricted Playpen Stakes. 

Following his victory in the Rollicking, Silano missed by a 
neck in the Ahoy Stakes at Monmouth and placed third 


(giving 12 pounds to the winner Sudden Flare) in Pimli¬ 
co's Challedon Stakes on September 2. 

He is the fifth stakes w inner for his sire, the Poker horse 
Silver Badge, who stands at Ron and Kaye Gibellino's 
Zannetta Farm, in Elkton (Md.) for a $3,500 live foal fee. 

Phillip Capuano, a former trainer from Upper Marlboro 
(Md.), bred Silano and the young horse races in the colors 
of his wife, Constance Capuano. The Capuanos' 24-vear- 
old son Dale is the trainer. 

Yemen's Mite, Silano's 21-vear-old dam, is the only 
broodmare the Capuano family has ever owned. The 
mare has produced eight foals to race, seven of them 
winners. From Yemen's Mite the Capuanos also bred the 
now -6-year-old Gary's Friend (bv Friend's Choice), who 
won the 1982 Plavpen Stakes and has earned over S^OOO. 

Yemen's Mite has a yearling filly by Cold Reception, a 
suckling colt by Brilliant Protege, and is back in foal to 
Brilliant Protege. 
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Two-year-old Maxi Ruler is the first winner—and first 
stakes winner—from 1982 Preakness winner Aloma's 
Ruler's first crop to race. 

Bred by Nathan Scherr, the local builder and real estate 
developer who owned and raced Aloma's Ruler, the filly 
was sold by her breeder for $41,000 at last year's Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Fall Preferred Yearling sale. The sales 
slip was signed by Joseph Asbell, agent, and Maxi Ruler 
races in the colors of Hap Stable, of which Mr. Asbell is a 
principal partner. 

The $15,000 Everget Stakes at Delaware Park in early 
August was Maxi Ruler's second start, and second vic¬ 
tory. On July 9, she broke her maiden in a five and 
one-half furlong maiden special at Philadelphia Park. 
Runner-up to Maxi Ruler in the maiden race was another 
first-time starter. Cagey Exuberance, who later tallied 
impressively, by five and one-half lengths, in the Mer¬ 
maid Stakes at Atlantic City on the day of the United 
Nations Handicap. 

The 17-10 favorite in the Everget, Maxi Ruler rested just 
off the pace before making her challenge at the head of the 
stretch. She outfinished the rallying Dessa, a Steward 
Mitchell-trained filly who had previously won the Faneuil 


Miss Stakes at Rockingham and placed third in Mon¬ 
mouth's Colleen Stakes. 

Mr. Scherr still owns a major interest in the syndicated 
Aloma's Ruler, who stands for $15,000at Walmac Interna¬ 
tional, in Lexington, Ky. A winner of five stakes races and 
$498,883, Aloma's Ruler was purchased by Mr. Scherr at 
the Florida Breeders' Two-Year-Olds in Training sale in 
1981 for $92,000. Aloma's Ruler's current 2-year-old crop 
consists of some 30 foals, about a dozen of which were 
bred by Mr. Scherr. "I have seven or eight Aloma's Rulers 
in training right now, and almost ready to run," related 
Mr. Scherr. "Obviously, I'm delighted with Maxi Ruler's 
accomplishments. She beat some quality horses in the 
Everget, and in her first race, and hopefully this is just the 
beginning." 

Midimini, dam of Maxi Ruler, was acquired privately by 
Mr. Scherr in early 1984. The Hasty Road mare is the dam 
of two other stakes horses: Pocket Coin (a colt of 1976 by 
Master Hand who won four stakes as a 2-year-old and 
retired to stud with earnings of $230,558), and Cajun Eyes 
(a filly of 1980 by Scout Leader who was third in a 1982 
addecl-money event in New Mexico). Mr. Scherr has a 
yearling colt by Aloma's Ruler—Midimini which is 
scheduled to be sold at Keeneland in September, as well 
as a weanling full brother to Maxi Ruler.

Tulindas, a Shelter Half filly who has consistently held 
her own this vear among the best local 3-vear-old distaff 
runners, turned in her most impressive performance to 
date in Monmouth's Prismatical Stakes in late July. 


"A lot of it had to do with the ride, in my opinion," 
commented trainer Hank Allen, not long after Tulindas 
was ridden out to a four-length victory in the unrestricted 
stakes in New Jersey. "In other races the riders have had 
specific instructions not to rush this filly, but the instruc¬ 
tions have been totally disregarded. This time the jockey 
gave her an opportunity to relax early in the race, before 
asking her to run during the last portion, and the game 

E lan worked." Ridden in the Prismatical by jockey Wayne 
arnett, who had guided her to a fifth-place finish in her 

F >revious start (Laurel's $50,000 Pearl Necklace Stakes on 
une 28), Tulindas was sen toff as a longshot among a field 
of eight in the Prismatical. Winning tickets on the Mary¬ 
land-bred were worth $32.20. 

Tulindas had not won a race since annexing Pimlico's 
Politelv Stakes in February. But she twice finished second 
in stakes this spring and summer. In her next-to-last 
outing before the Prismatical, Laurel's Sensational Stakes 
on June 15, she posted every fraction before being passed 
near the finish by Pot of Antics. And in Pimlico's Flirtation 
Stakes in March she was a close runner-up to Dr.'s Nurse. 
Jockev J. W\ Edwards, who was on board for her victory in 
the Politely, had the mount on Tulindas in the Flirtation, 
while Gregg McCarron was her rider in the Sensational. 

Tulindas has been relatively lightly raced this summer, 
having had only seven outings since the end of April. 
"We've picked the races as she has identified herself as 
being ready," explained Mr. Allen. "She's trained like a 
quality horse and we've kept her in quality races." Fol¬ 
lowing the Prismatical Tulindas was third in an allowance 
sprint at Pimlico on August 21, and out of the monev in 
Philadelphia Park's Constitution Handicap on August 30. 
Describing the filly, who races in the Thornridge Stable 
colors of Dr. and Mrs. William F. DeVoe of Phoenix (Md.) 
and Donald DeVoe of Minneapolis (Minn.), as "sound as 
the day she was bom," Allen said he believes Tulindas 
has vet to reach her potential. "There's little doubt she is 
still developing; she's put on about 150 pounds since 
March, which is bound to make her stronger," said the 
trainer.

The Manfusos still own Her Angel, w ho has a 2-vear-old 
Command Control colt, a Shelter Half yearling colt, and a

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consisting of Short Fuse Susie, That'll Be Fun and Janet's 
Phebe—went of at odds of more than 6-1.

Fuse Susie is from his second crop. 


Mr. Firestone, a former Maryland Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation president who has cut back drastically on his racing 
and breeding operation over the past few years, sold 
Short Fuse Susie's dam Whistling Susie at last year's 
Eastern Fall Mixed sale, getting $4,500 on a bid from 
Priscilla Menzies. Short Fuse Susie was consigned by 
Firestone to the 1985 Eastern Fall Selected Yearling sale, 
and bought back for $3,500. Mr. Firestone subsequently 
sold one-half interest in the filly to a friend. Brad Cook, a 
Washington, D.C., attorney. Short Fuse Susie is the first 
race horse Mr. Cook has ever had any ownership in, and 
she is the only horse currently in training for Mr. Fire¬ 
stone. 

Whistling Susie has had two other foals to race, both of 
whom are still maidens. In 1985 the mare had a Benefice 
colt (who was purchased last fall at the Eastern Fall Mixed 
sale by P.G. Melbourne for $2,500). This spring she pro¬ 
duced a Benefice colt for Mrs. Menzies, and is back in foal 
to Gasp.

Le Sauteur, champion Maryland-bred steeplechaser in 
1985, was out of commission for the first half of this year. 
But with a decisive three and one-half length victory in 
the New York Turf Writers Cup at Saratoga in August the 
7-year-old gelding regained much of his former luster. 

Assigned high weight of 157 pounds, Le Sauteur headed 
a field of six older horses in the prestigious Saratoga 
event, and led all the way to gain the sixth steeplechase 
stakes victory of his career. Finishing behind Le Sauteur 
and receiving between three and 17 pounds from him, 
were Twas Ever Thus, Eremite, Comchen and Jibaku. 
Brushwood Stable's McAdam suffered a fatal fall at the 
third fence. 

Although still a maiden on the flat, Le Sauteur (who lives 
up to his name. The Jumper) long ago proved his durabil¬ 
ity over jumps. The National Steeplechase and Hunt As¬ 
sociation's leading money winner last year with earnings 
of $83,874, Le Sauteur was a runner-up to the brilliant 
Flatterer for a 1985 Eclipse award. 

Active from early spring until fall of last year, he carried 
163 pounds to Flatterer's 170 in the Temple Gwathmey at 
Belmont Park in October. Misfortune struck (at the 13th 
fence) in the Temple Gwathmey, however, and Le Sau¬ 
teur fell for the first time in his career. After the fall it was 
determined that the jumper had developed a bone chip in 
his hock on the near side. 

"We are not sure when it happened," his owner Marianne 
McDaniel has commented. "The chip might have been in 
there before he started that day . . . he's such a game 
horse." 

Surgery to remove the chip last fall was deemed a 100 
percent success by trainer Ronnie Houghton. 

Le Sauteur made his first appearance in 1986 in a flat race 
at Fair Hill in June, finishing third (beaten seven lengths). 
He came back to be fourth (well behind the leaders) in 
Monmouth's Midsummer Handicap over jumps less than 
two weeks later and was runner-up to Census in a stee¬ 
plechase allowance at Saratoga on August 1, in his last 
appearance prior to the Turf Writers Handicap. 

*Dirham, Le Sauteur's 17-vear-old sire, died in July. A 
stakes-placed winner in his native France, and a winner 
over jumps in this country, *Dirham stood at Dr. and Mrs. 
F.A. Howard's Meadowville Farm near Warrenton, Va.

This has been a good year for Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
fillies. While no individual female has gained anything 
like the prominence of Broad Brush or Miracle Wood, a 
total of 13 locally-bred fillies has been successful in stakes 
competition so far this year. And several—such as Little 
Green Van—are steadily improving winners of more than 
one added-money race. 

Little Green Van gained her second stakes victory in as 
many months in Philadelphia Park's $40,000 Mill Race 
Handicap on August 9. The Helen Polinger-bred filly, 
who races in the colors of Barbara Holleran (of Roo Art 
fame), held on to win by the narrowest of margins, com¬ 
pleting the course in a creditable 1:42%. 

In late August she came back to finish out of the money in 
the second division of the Grade 3 Boiling Springs Hand¬ 
icap at Meadowlands. 

A winner in three of her last five starts. Little Green Van 
followed up her victory in the Our Fleet Stakes at Suffolk 
in early July with an appearance in Suffolk's $25,000 
Yankee Fashion Stakes (at six furlongs on the dirt) on July 
26. She finished fourth in that race, which was won by 
another Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly. Pressure Dancer. 

Barbara and Bert Holleran, who live in York (Pa.), purchased 
Little Green Van for $22,000 at last year's Maryland Sales 
Agency Two-Year-Olds "Preakness 200" sale. The filly 
was brought back to Maryland, under the care of trainer 
Marvin Moncrief, following her race at Meadowlands, 
and is being pointed toward Maryland-bred stakes this fall.

"The best way I can describe him," says owner William R. 
Buehler, "is to tell you what he was like as a foal. The first 
time we turned him out in the field he was less than 24 
hours old. He took off and ran across the field ahead of the 
mare and didn't stop until he got to the fence. We were 
standing there, watcning him go, and the fellow who was 
with me turned and said: 'Doesn't that just give you goose 
bumps?'" 

Goose Bumps—now a 4-year-old gelding—is still a hand¬ 
ful, according to Mr. Buehler. “He's been a real problem. 
You can't train him the way you would normally train a 


horse. He has a mind of his own. (Trainer) Dale Capuano 
deserves a tremendous amount of credit for developing 
this horse." 

Mr. Buehler, who owns and operates a liquor and motel 
business in St. Leonard (Md.), has been breeding horses 
on a small scale since 1972. Goose Bumps, by the Mich¬ 
igan-based stallion Private Thoughts out of Mr. Buehler's 
homebred Verbatim mare Royal Echo, became Mr. Bueh¬ 
ler's first stakes winner when he captured the $15,000 
Caesar Rodney Stakes at Delaware Park on August 17. 
Odds-on favorite in the mile and one-sixteenth turf event, 
the gelding led the entire distance and won by three and 
one-half lengths. 

Unraced as a 2-year-old, Goose Bumps was unable to 
break his maiden in four starts last year. He gained his 
first victory in a mile and one-sixteenth maiden special at 
Pimlico this March, and followed up with two allowance 
wins on the turf at Pimlico and Laurel this spring. Second 
(to Ah So Tony) in Atlantic City's Somers Point Handicap 
in late June, Goose Bumps was next out of the money in 
the Grade 3 Oceanport Handicap at Monmouth in mid- 
July. In his two starts prior to the Caesar Rodney Stakes 
he was second in allowance company on the turf at Pim¬ 
lico on July 28, and first (by a resounding five and one-half 
lengths) in a mile and one-sixteenth allowance turf event 
at Pimlico on August 8. 

Goose Bumps is the first foal from Royal Echo. Mr. Bueh¬ 
ler purchased Royal Echo's dam, Samarinda, as a 2-vear- 
old for $16,500 at the 1973 Keeneland Fall Breeding Stock 
sale. Samarinda has produced six foals to race, one of 
which, a colt named Qimactic by Pretense, was a winner 
of $101,697. Both Climactic and Exact Sam, a full brother 
to Royal Echo and a winner of $50,637, were sold by Mr. 
Buehler as yearlings. Royal Echo herself placed in four 
starts as a 3-year-old and retired with earnings of $3,370. 
Both Samarinda and Royal Echo are still owned by Mr. 
Buehler. Royal Echo has a 2-year-old filly by Kassarco and 
a weanling colt by Horatius, and is back in foal to Horatius.

Jyp might be excused for slowing down in his old age. The 
5-year-old gelding has raced for four seasons, overcome 
numerous ailments and injuries, and earned handsome 
dividends for the New Jersey-based partnership which 


purchased him for a mere $12,000 at the 1983 Maryland 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. 

In fact, Jyp has never been tougher. 

Monmouth's Salvator Mile Handicap-G3 on August 5 
was the first graded stakes win of Jyp's career, and his first 
victory in a non-sprint in nearly two years. And 11 days 
later Jyp came back to rack up another success in a six- 
furlong allowance race at Monmouth. 

Jyp's time of 1:35% for the Salvator Mile—one and one- 
fifth second slower than the track record—was one of the 
fastest mile recordings of the recent Monmouth meeting. 
Although kept under a rating hold up to the stretch in the 
Grade 3 race, Jvp led all the way, in early fractions of :23%, 
:45% and 1:09%, and was driven to score by a one and 
three-quarter length margin. 

In his allowance victory on August 16, Jyp stopped the 
timer in 1:08%, just four ricks shy of the track record set by 
Icecapade in 1973. 

"Our horse is faster now' than he was as a 3-year-old," 
observes Peter N. Triano, a plastics manufacturer in Cran¬ 
ford, N.J., who often serves as a spokesman for The 
Diamond Ten partnership. (Other members of The Dia¬ 
mond Ten are John Chakamian; Frank, Tony and Mat¬ 
thew' Grimaldi; and Jyp's trainer John Tammaro.) 

Jyp led up to his two August appearances with a third- 
place finish in Philadelphia Park's six-furlong $40,000 
Gallant Bob Handicap on July 26, and a fourth in a five- 
furlong overnight handicap on the turf at Monmouth on 
July 5. 

Edwin Merryman of Port Deposit (Md.) bred Jyp from the 
Ambernash mare Strapped. Edwin's father, John B. Mer¬ 
ryman, bought Strapped at auction for $400 and gave her 
to Edwin and his wife Sass as a wedding present in 1977. 
Princely Game, Jyp's sire, was standing at Stymie Manor 
Farm at the time the 5-year-old was conceived. Princelv 
Game was subsequently donated to the University of 
Maryland Horse Research Center, due to fertility prob¬ 
lems. In January, 1984, the University sold Princely Game 
to Albert and Christine Masilowskv, and the now' 13- 
vear-old horse currently serves private stud duty at the 
Masilowskvs' farm in Olnev (Md ). 

Last spring the Merrvmans sold Strapped (in foal to Lord 
Gaylord) to Linda Ramsey, of Millis, Mass. The mare has 
a Lord Gaylord filly and is back in foal to Timeless Mo¬ 
ment. Edwin and Sass still ow n a yearling full brother to 
Jyp, and a 3-vear-old fillv bv Mvsolo (GB) out of Strapped, 
w no is expected to make her debut this fall.

Pressure Dancer's career came to a sudden, sad end less 
than two weeks after her victory in the Yankee Fashion 
Stakes at Suffolk this summer. The gray filly, who had 


won or placed in stakes in four of her 11 lifetime starts, 
fractured both sesamoids in her right front leg while gal¬ 
loping on the Suffolk track on the morning of August 7. 
Prognosis for her survival remained extremely guarded 
several weeks after the injury, according to owner Her¬ 
man Braude. Pressure Dancer is under the care of vet¬ 
erinarians at Tufts University, and has been treated with a 
splint in lieu of surgery. 

"Naturally it was a tremendous blow," commented Mr. 
Braude, a Washington, D.C. and Towson (Md.) attorney 
who bred and raced Pressure Dancer. "The fact that she is 
such a good horse is probably what's keeping her alive. 
She seems to know what's good for her, and is cooperat¬ 
ing with the treatment. Normally a horse w ith this type of 
injury would have been put down." 

Pressure Dancer is from the first crop of Dancing Master 
(Fr), a syndicated stallion in w horn Mr. Braude is principal 
shareholder. Dancing Master (Fr) stands at Derby Hill 
Farm for a 52,000 live foal fee. Mr. Braude bred Pressure 
Dancer from the Tudor Minstrel mare Pressured. A foal 
of 1964, Pressured produced seven foals—none of w hom 
w r as particularly distinguished—prior to Pressure Dancer. 
When the aging mare, who had a poor record of concep¬ 
tion, failed to conceive for the 1984 season, Mr. Braude 
donated her to the University of Maryland Horse Re¬ 
search Center. 

Pressure Dancer won tw o stakes as a 2-vear-old last year, 
and also placed second in Pimlico's Challedon Stakes. 
She was given the winter off following her disappointing 
seventh-place appearance as 11-10 favorite in Laurel's 
Heavenly Cause Stakes last October. Her first start of 1986 
was an allowance victory at Garden State on Mav 14, but 
she came back to finish last in the Sensational Stakes at 
Laurel on June 15. Transferred to Suffolk with trainer 
Robert W heeler, w ho has conditioned her throughout her 
career. Pressure Dancer registered a fourth in allowance 
company at that track on July 14, prior to the Yankee 
Fashion Stakes. Third favorite at 3-1 odds. Pressure Danc¬ 
er charged to a three and one-half length lead in mid¬ 
stretch, and held off a determined challenge from runner- 
up Medieval Madam to be one and one-quarter lengths in 
front at the finish in her finale. 
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In her 51st career start, the 5-year-old Alden's Ambition 
recorded her fifth stakes victory at Atlantic City in the 
three-quarter mile Margate Stakes. It had been nearly a 
year since her previous stakes triumph. Alden's Ambition 
displayed her versatility in the Margate, as her previous 
effort had been a win in a mile and a sixteenth allowance 
race at Pimlico. 


In the 36th running of the Margate, Alden's Ambition 
gained the lead early but was hard pressed throughout 
the sprint by the favored Pas Who, who held on stub¬ 
bornly to be beaten by a neck. The pair fought for the 
advantage most of the way, well in advance of the six 
other starters. Racing over a fast track, Alden's Ambition 
covered the six furlongs in 1:09%, a second slower than 
the track record. Alden's Ambition's victory increased her 
lifetime earnings to $213,448. 


An injury sustained as a 2-year-old limited Alden's Ambi¬ 
tion to four starts as a juvenile. Her lone victory during the 
1983 season was not indicative of her later accomplish¬ 


ments. She blossomed last year as a 4-year-old, winning 
four stakes events and $128,333 with eight overall tallies. 

Alden's Ambition is raced and was bred by Hal C.B. 
Clagett, an Upper Marlboro (Md.) attorney and promi¬ 
nent Maryland horseman. The mare is a daughter of the 
12-year-old stallion John Alden, a son of Speak John and 
the Nashua mare Nicoma who stands at Bonita Farm in 
Harford County, Md. His other 1986 stakes winners are 
Sparrowvon and Little Bold John. 

Ambitious Ace, a granddaughter of Bold Ruler and the 
dam of Alden's Ambition, her first foal, is a 9-year-old 
mare also bred bv Clagett. Barren for 1982, Ambitious Ace 
foaled a colt, Alcfen's Ace, the following year. Clagett sold 
him for $2,200 at the 1983 Maryland December Mixed sale. 
Alden's Ace, currently owned by Samuel McCoy, has 
been sidelined by an injury but is expected to return to 
racing shortly- In 1984 Ambitious Ace produced a colt bv 
Lvllos (Fr) named Lyllos Ambition, currently unracecL 
The following spring Ambitious Ace was again barren but 
this year she gave birth to a colt by John Alden and is back 
in foal to the same sire.

Both the sire and maternal grandsire of Joan R. are Sham¬ 
rock Farm stallions. St. Bonaventure, who sired the filly's 
dam Bonaventure Girl, stood at Arthur J. Rooney's 
Woodbine (Md.) breeding establishment up until his re¬ 
tirement in 1984. And Christopher R. is one of Sham¬ 
rock's proudest achievers. Named after Mr. Rooney's 
grandson, Christopher R. won major stakes and earned 
$405,515 in the colors of Mr. Rooney before being retired 
to stud at Shamrock in 1977. 


Shamrock Farm homebred Joan R. proved easily the best 
of her eight rivals in Philadelphia Park's Terre Hill Stakes 
on August 17.

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Break In. Dick Francis. G.P. Put¬ 
nam's Sons, New York. 1986. 317 
pp. $17.95 hardcover. 

With Break In, his 25th offering in 
an unbroken chain of best sellers, 
English mystery writer Dick Fran¬ 
cis returns us to the world he 
knows so intimately: steeplechas- 
ing. 

The plot is classic Francis: a suc¬ 
cessful jump jockey suffers through 
kidnapping, beating and knifing 
while attempting to discover and 
thwart whoever is determined to 
bankrupt his twin sister and her 
horse-trainer husband. 

The marriage of the two has set a 
Romeo and Juliet scene as back¬ 
ground, uniting a pair of racing 
families who have tried to do each 
other in for hundreds of years. The 
younger generation wants the 
pointless feud to end; the older is 
too steeped in the vitriol of their 
animosity to accept a peace. 

While the stakes-paced drama is 
what attracts the average reader, it 
is Francis' grasp and accuracy of 
equine-related detail that delights 
his horsey readers. 

Our jockey hero. Kit Fielding, 
rings true in Francis' hands. En¬ 
dearing himself to local readers, he 
tells us that he has ridden in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup on one excit¬ 
ing occasion, and he expands our 
knowledge with snippets of racing 
strategy. Taking us along on one of 
his maiden mounts, for example. 
Fielding explains, "I let him see ev¬ 
ery obstacle clearly, mostly bv 
keeping him to the outside. Tech¬ 
nically, the inside was the shortest 
way, but also the most difficult. 


Time for squeezing through open¬ 
ings when he could reliably run 
straight." 

This particular horse and the rac¬ 
ing tactics are not vital to the plot of 
the story, but if you're close to the 
sport, you are somehow pleased 
that the author truly understands 
what it's all about. 

Francis' detours into philoso¬ 
phy, always touched with humor, 
also charm his fans. Kit says. 

Racing had a longer history than al¬ 
most anv other sport and changed 
less, and sometimes I had a power¬ 
ful feeling of repeating in my own 
person the experience of generations 
of jockeys before me and of being a 
transient speck on a passing pageant: 
vivid today, talked about, feted, but 
gone tomorrow, a memory' fading 
into a footnote, until no one alive 
had seen me race or cared a damn 
whether I'd won or lost. Dead hum¬ 
bling, the whole thing. 

How true, how' true. 

A little romance also weaves its 
way into the intrigue in the typical 
Francis manner. Fielding falls in 
love with a lovely young American 
in the broadcasting business who is 
able to help him solve the mystery. 

In the process, for the first time 
that I can recall, the love scene 
doesn't fade out with the initial 
embrace. While the affair adds little 
to the actual tale, the description of 
same puts Francis in the main¬ 
stream of modem, popular litera¬ 
ture and adds another dimension 
to the development of the lead 
character. 

In the category of reading-for- 
entertainment. Break In should top 
your list. After telling us in Proof all 
we never wanted to know' about 


England's w'hiskev business, Dick 
Francis, an ex-steeplechase jockey 
himself, is back where he belongs, 
taking us with him to the races, 
onto the horses and into the mind 
and feelings of the rider. Action- 
packed fun.

ing. Currently a teacher at the 
Hawkeye Hill Training Center in 
Commiskey, Ind., Thompson ex¬ 
plains that "most of the phrases are 
environmental and not found in 
books. Racing, as in any other 
sport or business has it's (sic, used 
throughout) own language and 
color." 

The booklet is divided into three 
sections, each alphabetically ar¬ 
ranged. The first and longest is 
"Backside Lingo for those in the 
know," explaining such terms as 
"acey-duecy," "lip chain" and "up 
the track." The second section re¬ 
lates to injuries, ailments and con¬ 
formation flaws; the third to "rac¬ 
ing form language," such as 
"guaranteed purse" and "starter's 
list." 

Probably employed as a teaching 
device at Hawkeye, this small 
booklet would seem to have little 
use for the average reader, unless 
he has a penchant for memorizing 
vocabulary. Like the " fine points" 
of any subject, jargon is usually ab¬ 
sorbed, and becomes meaningful 
only through day-to-day contact 
with the situation. 

Pedigrees of Leading Win¬ 
ners, 1981-1984. Martin Picker¬ 
ing and Michael Ross. University 
Press of Kentucky, Lexington, Ky. 
1986. 194 pp. $65 hardcover. 

Originally published in 1985 in 
London, Pedigrees of Leading Win¬ 
ners , 1981-1984 is indeed exactly 
what it advertises: a compilation to 
the fourth generation of 1,020 pedi¬ 
grees of all the winners of Pattern 
Races in Great Britain, Ireland, 
France, Germany and Italy, plus 
the winners of Group 1 races in the 
United States and Canada during 
those designated years. 

Although the Pickering/Ross of¬ 
fering is beautifully presented in a 
scarlet hardcover binding with 
elegant gold lettering, the refer¬ 
ence material inside is limited in 
scope and available from much less 
expensive sources, including the 
MHBA. 

Nevertheless, Pedigrees ... is bil¬ 
led as "the third in the series" (the 
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first covering 1912-1959 and the 
second 1960-1980), so someone out 
there, numerous "someones" evi¬ 
dently, must consider the $65 price 
tag money well spent. Additional 
volumes will follow. 

The Horse Traders. Steve 
Crist. W.W. Norton & Co., New 
York. 1986. 281 pp., illus. $16.95 
hardcover. 

In The Horse Traders , New York 
Times racing columnist Steve Crist 
promises to take his readers "in¬ 
side the billion dollar breeding in¬ 
dustry that rules racing today." 

True to his word, Crist starts out 
with Marylander Harry Love's 
broodmare Belle de Jour being 
vanned to Greentree to be bred to 
Buckaroo. 

Digressing (but cleverly and 
with humor, as he does through¬ 
out the book), Crist then fills us in 
on the facts that 38,523 foals were 
registered with The Jockey Club in 
1982, 50 percent of which will nev¬ 
er win a race, 90 percent will cost 
owners more money than they will 
ever recover, and only 13 will run 
in the Kentucky Derby and most of 
them won't really have a shot. 

But back to Belle de Jour and the 
inside story. Love sells the mare in 
foal at Keeneland for $33,000 to "a 
small-scale market breeder," Rowe 
Harper. Mincing no words, Crist 
informs us that by 1982 "Harper 
was having serious cash-flow prob¬ 
lems and selling off his horses." 

Enter Dennis Diaz, who picks up 
the mare for 560,000 and her Buck¬ 
aroo colt (which he names Spend a 
Buck) for $12,500. The rest, as they 
say, is the Cinderella story we all 
dream about. 

Having now also given us the 
background of the Kentucky Derby 
as well as a detailed account of the 
1985 running and Diaz' subsequent 
decision to skip the Preakness for 
the Jersev Derbv, Crist juxtaposes 
this saga against "Big Red and the 
Blue Bloods." This is the story of 
Secretariat's classic lineage and 
racing career, engineered by equal¬ 
ly classic members of the racing 
hierarchy. 


Secretariat's phenomenal syndi¬ 
cation (by the 23-year-old scion of a 
venerable racing family, Seth Han¬ 
cock) at the end of his 2-year-old 
season which "revolutionized the 
breeding industry," sets the scene 
for "Sangster and the Sheiks" 
(which incorporates the genetic de¬ 
velopment of the modern Thor¬ 
oughbred and the influence of 
Northern Dancer); another Cin¬ 
derella story in Seattle Slew; the 
royals, Alydar and Affirmed; and 
the machination of big name train¬ 
ers, good ole boy Woody Stephens 
and upstart Wayne Lukas. 

Crist's purpose is to trace that 
portion of racing history where 
horses were bred to be bred (Secre¬ 
tariat-style) through an era when 
they would be bred to be raced be¬ 
cause of the huge purses offered 
(Breeders' Cup, etc.). 

In doing so, Crist quotes the hu¬ 
man principals freely and does not 
shy from the controversy this evo¬ 
lution caused. 

For instance. Garden State's 
iconoclast Bob Brennan tells us, 
"Leslie Combs, the old gentleman 
who owns Spendthrift Farm, intro¬ 
duced himself to me. 'You did a 
bad thing, young man,' he tells me. 
'You didn't check with us.' Well, I 
knew I was doing something right." 

The Horse Traders is not meant as 
a reference book for the industry. 
(The 21 photographs, for example, 
are forgettable and poorly repro¬ 
duced.) Instead, Crist acts as a 
raconteur, delivering his anecdotes 
with wit (he was editor of the Har¬ 
vard Lampoon in his college days) in 
a fast-paced, readable style. 

Those who are on the "inside" 
already will be familiar with these 
tales and may also wish to skip 
over the history lessons and the ex¬ 
planations ("twitch, a loop of rope 
on the end of a pole . . .") directed 
to the neophyte. But most readers 
with any interest in racing will find 
the book at the least entertaining 
and at the most an interesting over¬ 
view of the industry in the last 15 
years. My bet is that everyone will 
pick up some tidbit from the "in¬ 
side" that he didn't realize before.

Maryland Horse Reported... 


■ Larry S. MacPhail announced 
his intention to "drastically curtail" 
his Thoroughbred breeding opera¬ 
tions. The state's largest commer¬ 
cial breeder, Mr. MacPhail had 
been the overall leading consignor 
at the 1956 Saratoga Yearling sales. 
Thus, his announcement came as a 
surprise to many. 

Mr. MacPhail, a former owner of 
the New York Yankees, had sold 
his interest in that world cham¬ 
pionship team the night his club 
clinched the 1947 World Series. 
Soon after that he turned his pro¬ 
motional talents to horse breeding, 
acquiring a top-notch band of 
broodmares. His consignment of 
29 domestic and foreign-bred year¬ 
lings at Saratoga in 1956 brought 
$553,400, for a record average of 
$19,083. In addition, Mr. MacPhail 
sold four head in partnership with 
Rigan McKinney for $66,000. 

The decision to cut back on his 
horse interests was prompted by a 
desire to "take it easy," according 
to Mr. MacPhail, who planned to 
stage a major broodmare dispersal 
at his Glenangus Farm in Harford 
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County the following month. The 
one-time president of Bowie-race 
course was to retain his interests in 
the stallions *Sea Charger and 
General Staff, which stood at 
Glenangus. 

■ Belair Stud, the late William 
Woodward Jr/s 2,280-acre show- 
place estate in Southern Maryland, 
was being offered for sale at a price 
of $1,250,000. Included on the 
property was the main house, built 
for Governor Ogle in 1746. 

■ A major weatherization project 
was under way at Pimlico race 
track in preparation for the fall 
meeting. Maryland's major horse 
racing season had been extended 
until December 15—the latest in 
the state's history. Consequently, 
Pimlico was enclosing the entire 
first floor of the grandstand-club¬ 
house. Four new gas-blower heat¬ 
ing units were being installed in 
the two buildings, and all rest 
rooms were to be equipped with 
individual heating units. 

■ Christiana Stable's Thinking 
Cap had established himself as one 
of the top distance horses in the 


country, with victories in the re¬ 
cent one and one-half mile Stymie 
Handicap and one and three-quar¬ 
ter mile Merchants' and Citizens' 
Handicap. The 4-year-old colt by 
Rosemont—Camargo by ^Heliopolis 
was conditioned by Glyndon (Md.) 
veteran Henry S. Clark. 

■ The Rhymer, a young stallion 
standing at Pistorio Farm in Ellicott 
City, was represented by six 2- 
year-old winners, including the 
good juvenile Vertex. 

■ Snowden Carter and Louis Pas¬ 
cal's Binna Farm swept top honors 
at the Maryland State Fair Thor¬ 
oughbred show. Perfect Gem, a 5- 
year-old broodmare (*Roval Gem 
II—Isolde by *Bull Dog) belonging 
to Binna Farm, was judged the best 
mare in the show, and her *Nahar 
II colt was the best foal. Together 
the pair won the mare and foal 
class. (Perfect Gem was a full sister 
to Dark Star, the colt who handed 
local hero Native Dancer his lone 
defeat in the Kentucky Derbv some 
three years before.) 

■ Horsepersons throughout the 
state mourned the passing of 51- 
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year-old Joseph Shirley Jr. A 
breeder of champion draft horses 
and longtime Maryland State Fair 
official, Mr. Shirley died only a few 
hours before he was to have shown 
his purebred Clydesdale draft 
horses in 12 classes of competition 
at the Maryland State Fair. 

A moment of silence was asked 
at the horse show by fair officials, 
who called Mr. Shirley "the man 
responsible for continuing the 
draft-horse show at the Maryland 
State Fair." Mr. Shirley's sons, 
Robert and David, proceeded with 
the exhibition, and a Shirley entry, 
Peggy Fairfax, was named grand 
champion Clydesdale mare in the 
competition. 

(Dan Shirley, Joe Shirley's 
grandson, took over this year as 
superintendent of the horse depart¬ 
ment at the Maryland State Fair.) □

The Sky's the Limit 


lhe Maryland Million is introducing new people to the sport of racing, and 
exposing at least some of them to its various associated activities. Possibly a greater 
proportion of Laurel's Maryland Million Day crowd will be witnessing its very first 
horse race than ever before in the track's history. Naturally, the hope and expectation is 
that the experience will be so pleasant and fun-filled that returning to the races will 
become imperative. 

The truth is, our industry has a tremendous product. The challenge is finding new 
ways to introduce more people to the excitement and fulfillment of the sport. There are 
millions who, fully introduced to racing, would become enthusiastic fans. 

Television coverage of racing is one area that's ripe for innovation. Most telecasts 
are comprised of a two-minute race surrounded by 58 minutes of hype. The Breeders' 
Cup is four hours long, which has to be an overdose for casual fans. The Maryland 
Million program will show all nine races (some on videotape) with racing action every 
ten to twelve minutes, but will last only two hours, about the same as a football game. 
Possibly our format is the wave of the future. 

From an economic and environmental standpoint, no industry offers more to 
Maryland than horse breeding, with its open green spaces and board fences. 

An important goal of the Maryland Million program is to help impart racing's 
value, both tangible and intangible, to outsiders. 

One point seems obvious. This industry has yet to develop sophisticated and 
effective ways to reach its potential market. Competitors with much less to sell have 
achieved far more, especially through television and corporate sponsorship. At best, 
the Maryland Million is an indication of what might be achievable. For our industry, the 
sky's the limit.
